How these huge pieces are made la 
deerrilted na follows by the Popular 
Science Monthly. The first step la the 
making of the pig Iron from Iron ore i 
in large funfairs like towers, called 
Mast furnaces. 
Then the pig Iron Is 
melted with other steel In large steel 
furnaces called “open hearth” until It 
is freed of Its Impurities and convert­ 
ed into steel. 
The melted steel, thin as water, la 
run from these furnaces Into big Iron 
molds, w here It Is allowed to cool Into 
large solid cylindrical or rorrngatod 
blocks 
After cooling these are reheat- I 
ed and reduced in size by pounding 
them with 
big steel hammers and 
squeezing them in rolls uutll at last 
the steel Is pressed Into a long barrel- 
like mass, the embryo of a real gun. 
Tbla long skeleton of the Inside of a 
gun must 1k» laired nut from one end 
to Hie other <*n Immense lathes, some 
over ninety feet long.

The I 
following suggestions from the loath 
cr and paper laboratory of the Ignited 
States department of agriculture can 
be utilized by every one who walks: 
Shoes should lie oiled or greased 
whenever the leat lier begins to get 
hard or dry. They should be brushed 
thoroughly and then all the dirt and 
mud that remains washed off with 
warm wnter, the excess water being 
taken off with a dry cloth. 
While the 
shoes are still wet and warm npgly 
the oil ait grease with a swab of w'eM 
or flannel, 
it is best to have the oil or 
grease about as warm as tim hand can 
bear, and it should be rubbed well 
Into the leather, preferably with the 
palm. 
lf necessary the oil eau lie ap­ 
plied to dry leather, but it penetrates 
better when the latter Is wet. 
After 
treatment the shoes should be left to 
dry In a place that Is warm. not hot. 
Castor oil Is satisfactory for ‘shoes 
that are to be polished; for plainer 
footgear neat afoot, fish oil or olelne 
may be substituted, 
lf It Is desired to 
make the shoes ami lioots more water­ 
proof beef tallow* may Im* added to any 
of these substances nt the rate of half 
a pound of tallow to a pint of oil. The 
edge of tho sole and the welt should l*e 
greased thoroughly 
Too much grease 
cannot !*e applied to these parts 
A simple method of making the soles 
more durable, pliable and water re­ 
sistant Is to swab them occasionally 
with linseed oil. setting them aside to 
dry overnight. 
Many of the common shoe polishes 
are harmful to leather. 
All those 
which contain sulphuric, hydrochloric 
or oxalic adds, turpentine, benzine or 
other volatile solvents have a tendency 
to harden the leather and make It more 
liable to crack. 
It Is |H*or economy, too, to wear a 
shoe w it ti the heel badly worn on one 
side. 
This throws the shoe out of 
shape a n d may soon result I ii its ruin. 
It Is also likely to cause temporary 
Injury to the foot.

Handled intelligently, a mule is a 
most willing worker, but there are a 
few* unwritten laws that cannot lie 
transgressed with Impunity.

not fathom the intent back of It, and 
he generally lets fly with one or lait Ii 
heels by way of protest. 
A person who bas harnessed nnd tin 
harnessed n mule for months may for­ 
get himself and stoop for something 
at the animal's heels. Then the mule. 
docile for so many days, tiepins to kick. 
When the luckless driver regains his 
senses he imagines t tie mule had been 
waiting craftily all those weeks Just 
to get a gotid opportunity to kick him
